Senator La Follette spoke as fal- 
laws: 
Senator’s Speech 
“ All parties and a trem endous m a­ 
jority of the popular vote 
of 
the 
people have declared for a state in­ 
come tax. Notwithstanding the tre ­ 
mendous lobby which interested par­ 
ties brought to bear upon the legis­ 
lature to prevent the fulfillm ent of 
this party pledge, 
the 
legislature 
called in the best experts whom it 
could find and spent, conscientious­ 
ly, several months in working out 
the income law. 
They knew th at no 
state in the union had ever succeed­ 
ed in m aking the income tax any­ 
thing more than ridiculous. 
They 
sought out the reasons for the fail­ 
ure of the Income tax In other states 
and they framed a law fair both in 
the rates imposed upon the rich and 
the exemptions extended to the poor, 
tem perate and restrained 
but 
not 
weak or ineffective. 
“ Now that it is known that the 
efforts of the legislature were both 
honest and effective, the same inter­ 
ested parties, who failed in their lob­ 
by, are misrepresenting the facts to 
the people of the state. 
They have 
stirred 
up 
dissatisfaction 
among 
thousands of people on account of 
the necessary details In filling out 
statem ents that would actually show 
income. Had these statem ents been 
merely perfunctory and not such as 
would really show what. the incomes 
were they would not have raised a 
complaint, but the filling out of the 
schedule is the very essence of an 
effective income tax. 
It is the hon­ 
est m an’s protection against the tax 
dodger. 
It 
is 
the only m eans by 
which the tax commission ran ascer­ 
tain whether a person should pay an 
income tax at all, and if he should 
pay, how’ much the tax should be. 
To raise a clamor against the trouble 
of filling out these schedules is to 
strike at the very 
foundations 
of 
what has made the Wisconsin income 
tax law a success. 
Not Tax Increase 
"The next m isrepresentation was 
the charge that the income tax i6 an 
increase in taxation. The income tax 
does not mean an increase of taxa­ 
tion for all the people. 
It 
means 
first of all, lower tax rates on real 
estate, as Is shown by the recent re­ 
duction of the city tax In Milwaukee, 
and the announcem ent of contem­ 
plated 
reduction in Madison. 
It 
does mean an increase for those who 
hav> not been paying their fair share 
of taxes or have been dodging the 
tax on personal property. The leg­ 
islature at the very tim e when it en­ 
acted the income tax law* im m ediate­ 
ly abolished 
taxation 
or 
stocks, 
bonds, credits of all kinds, house­ 
hold furniture, farm machinery and 
other classes of personal property 
which had most flagrantly and un­ 
justly escaped assessment in some 
localities. 
The legislature did not 
abolish at once all of the personal 
property taxes because it was un­ 
certain how much the income tax 
would yield, 
promise, knowing that they have an 
effective income tax law’, th at the 
other personal property taxes shall 
also be abolished. 
For the time be­ 
ing personal property taxes are as­ 
sessed. but they are deducted from 
the income tax, so th at all persons 
whose personal property taxes were 
less than the income tax are Imme­

placed in the income 
tax 
class.

As a m atter of fact, turning 
this m atter over to the tax commis­ 
sion has greatly reduced the num ­ 
ber of tax assessors and has greatly 
increased their ability. In 1911, there 
were 71 supervisors of assessments 
and they cost the counties $50,000 
a year. Now there are 39 assessors 
of incomes, selected through civil 
service examinations, and their ex­ 
penses are paid by the state. 
Raise* 3 Millions 
“ The income 
tax 
assessed this 
year 
will 
exceed 
$3,300,000, of 
which about fifi per cent Is on cor­ 
porations and 34 per cent on firms 
and individuals. 
This is far in ex­ 
cess of the am ount derived bv other 
states, and even exceeds the am ount 
secured by the first federal income 
tax in 1863, which 
was 
$2,741,- 
858.25. 
“The income 
tax 
will not only 
bring in additional revenue to the 
counties and municipalities, but it 
will greatly improve the distribu­ 
tion of the tax burden. The tax com­

Woodrow Wilson’s Message to the American People 


Sea Girt, I. J., Oot. 19, 1912. 
To the Voters of Americas 
I aa glad to have an opportunity to stat* very 
simply and directly why I am seeking to he elect­ 
ed President of tho United States. 
I feel very 
deeply that this is not an ambition a man should 
entertain for his own sake. He must seek to 
servo e cameo, and must know very dearly what) 
cause it is he ia seeking to serve. 
The cause I am enlisted in lies very plain 
to my own views The Government of tho United 
States, as now bound by tho policies vhiah have 
become character 1st lo of Republican administra­ 
tion in reoont years, is not free to servo tho 
whole people impart idly* aud it ought to be set 
fro?. It has been tied up, whether deliberately 
or merely by unintentional development, with 
particular interests, which have used their pow­ 
er, both to oontrol the government and to con­ 
trol the industrial development of the country. 
It must be freed from such entanglements and al­ 
liances. Until it is freed, it oannot serve the 
people as a whole. Until it im freed, it cannot 
undertake any programme of sooial and eoonomio 
betterment, but must bs checked and thwarted at 
every turn by its patrons sod masters. 
In practically every speeeh that I make, I 
put at the front of what I have to say the ques­ 
tion of the tariff and tho question of the trusts, 
but not because of any thought o f party strategy, 
because I believe the solution of these ques­ 
tions to lie at the very heart of the bigger 
question, whether the government shall be free 
or not. The government Is not free beoeuae it 
has granted special favors to particular olasses 
by means of tho tariff. The men to whom these 
special favors have been granted have formed 
great combinations by which to control enter­ 
prise and determine the prices of oommoditlea. 
They could not have done this had it not been for 
tho tariff. Ho party, therefore, vfcioh does not 
propose to take away these spec ini favors and 
prevent monopoly absolutely in the markets of tho 
country sees even eo much as the Most elementary 
part of the method by whish the gnear— suit is 
to be eel free. 
The oontrol to vhioh tariff legislation ham 
led. both in the field of polities and in the 
field of business, is what has produced the moat 
odious feature of our present political situa­ 
tion, namely, the absolute domination of power­ 
ful bosses. Bosses cannot exist without busi­ 
ness alliances. With them politics la hardly 
distinguishable from business. Bosses maintain 
their oontrol because theyjere allied with men 
who wish their assistance In order to get con­ 
tracts. in order to obtain special legislative 
advantages, in order to prevent reforms vhioh 
will interfere with monopoly or with their en­ 
joyment of special exemptions. Merely as polit­ 
ical leaders, not backed by money, not supported 
by securely intrenched speeial interests, bosses 
would be entirely manageable and comparatively 
powerless. By freeing the government, there­ 
fore, we at the same time break the power of the 
boss. He trades, he does not govern. He ar­ 
ranges, he does not lead. He sets the stage for 
what the people are to do; he does not aot as 
their agent or servant, but as thsir director. 
For him the real business of polities is done 
andor cover. 
The same means that will aet the government 
free from the influences vhioh nom constantly 


oontrol it would set industry free,' The enter­ 
prise and initiative of all Americana would be 
substituted for the enterprise and initiative 
of a email group of thorn. Eoonomio dem ocracy 
would take the plaoe of monopoly and selfish 
management. Amor loan industry would have a nag 
buoyancy of hope, a now'energy, a new variety. 
With the restoration of freedom would oone the 
*restoration of opportunity. 
Moreover, an administration vould-at last bg 
set up in gashington, and a legislative regime, 
under vhioh reel programmes of social better­ 
ment oould be undertaken as they oannot now. 
The government might be serviceable for many 
things. It might assist in a hundred ways to 
safeguard the lives and the health and promote 
the comfort and the happiness of the people; but 
it oan do those things only if its actions be 
dietinterested, only if they respond to public 
opinion, only lf those who lead government see 
the country as e whole, feel a deep thrill of 
intim&te sympathy with every class and every in­ 
terest in it, know how to hold an even hand and 
listen to men of every sort and quality and 
origin, in taking counsel what is to be done. 
Interest must oot fight against interest. Therm 
must be a common understanding and a free ac­ 
tion all together. 
The reason that I feel Justified in appeal­ 
ing to the Voters of this country to support the 
Democrat lo party at this critical Juncture in 
its affairs is that the leaders of neither of 
the other parties propose to attaok the problem 
of a free government at its heart, neither pro­ 
poses to make a fundamental change in the policy 
of the government vith regard to tariff duties.
